Even prior to the Indb-Pak hostilities of 1971. the situation 
in the Eastern Sector was extremely bellicose. In fact, un- 
declared war was being waged intermittently for several months 
by Pakistan. On 12-8-1971 at 0630 hours, Ranibari Border 
Observation Posts in Kailashahr sub-division of Tripura was 
subjected to heavy shelling and Mortar lire from the Pak Army. 
Head Constable Surjit Singh Gill whose section had occupied 
a bunker located opposite the Pak border Observation Posts 
was heavily damaged by shell splinters. Head Constable Surjit 
Singh Gill also received an injury on his right leg above the 
ankle.

Reserve Police Force was deployed at Chackpur BOP in 
Amarpur sub-division of Tripura under the command of 
Jemadar D. R. Mukhia. On 13-11-1971 an attempt was rhndc 
by Pakistani irregular Armed force to dislodge the TOSt to 
create a state of confusion on the border by launching an 
attack at about 1600 hours from the South Itost with auto- 
matic and area weapons, 

The watch outpost established at a tree top 400 yards from 
the BOP was manned by Head Constable Chattar Singh and 
Constable A. S. Saruuale. The Pak desperadoes fired at this 
Outpost to disable it before attacking the BOP. Inspite of 
heavy fire the outpost personnel siiccedcd in warning in time 
the BOP of the mdvement of Pak forces and joining tiio mam 
body at the BOP thereafter to help contain the attack. In the 
face of grave and sudden danger.

Shri Baldev Singh was a membei- of ‘A’ Coy 20 Bn CRPF 
which was deployed on iBc Western front in the Chicken 
Neck’ area during the Tndo-Pak operations of 1971. 

On 5th December 1971, Pakistani troops occupied the Jamna 
Bela post from which Indian forces had earlier effected a 
tactical withdrawal. The enemy presence at our post was 
discovered by a patrol party of which Constable Baldev Singh 
was a member. Despite this .sudden confrontation with the 
enemy as also the fact that his patrol was heavily outnumbered. 
Constable Baldev Singh acted with cool courage and promptly 
engaged the entrenched enemy. Following the brave and 
spirited constable example the other patrol personnel also 
pounced on the enemy and extensive exchange of fins follow- 
ed. Constable Baldev Singh exhorted and encouraged hj.s 
colleagues to hold on to fiieir positions and continued firing 
till the enemy was demoralised and ultimately withdrew. 

Thereafter Constable Baldev Singh and his coUeagiies were 
engaged in mopping up operations till they took up positions 
on the forward-most line along aide the Indian Army. 

On 14th December, 1971, again Constable Baldev Singh 
post was subjected to very heavy .shelling by the enemy. 
Constable Baldev ,Singh again exhibited bis solderly bearing 
and held on to his position fearlessly till he was injured by 
a splinter and had to 1>3 evacuated to a field hospital. 
Constable Baldev Singh succumbed to his injuries on 15th 
December 1971. 

Late Constable Baldev Singh displayed examplairy courage 
and outstanding devotion to duty throughout the operations 
and ultimately laid down his life for the cause which he had 
fought so bravely to uphold.

In a bid to consolidate their position in and along the 
■Chicken Neck’ the enemy on 5-12-1971 occupied the ‘Jamna 
Bela’ post from which Indian forces had earlier effected a 
tactical withdrawal. vShri Rana was entrusted with the task 
of throwing the enemy out and recapturing the post, Shri 
Rana personally led his Coy and launched a determined counter 
attack on the [wst with the small force under his command. 
Inspired by their Commander’s personal bra'vcry and courage, 
the CRPF men, though out-numbered, pushed on relentlessly 
despite heavy enemy fire by automatic weapons, dislodged the 
entrenched enemy and recaptured ‘Jamna Bela’ post Due to 
intelligent planning and sound tactics followed by ^ri Rana 
his force suffered no casaulty. 

Shri Ranveer Singh Rana displayed bravery, courage, 
leadership and presence of mind of a very high o^rfer through- 
out the operation, succeded in throwing the enemy into dis- 
array and completely neutralized the initial advantages gained 
by the enemy. The total success achieved by Shri Rana and 
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the troops under his command consolidated the Indian 
presence in the area and this became a stepping stone for 
subsequent operations in which Indian forces seized the entire 
‘Chicken Neck’.

The enemy again tried to capture this 
post by a pincer movement from Eastern and Western flank 
supported by MMG fire from their dominating post at Abhial 
Dogra but had again to fall back in the face of stiff resistance 
from the post, 

Exhibiting cool courage, tenacity and leadership of ai high 
order. Jemadar Kundan , Singh, .saved this vulnerable post from 
falling into enemy hands.

Ganganagar, Mohanpur and Molaya border villages in 
Kamalpur sub-division of Tripura were often subjected to 
Pak shelling and firing in pre-war conditions from a Pak 
BOP. On 24-8-1971 the above mentioned border villages and 
the Kamalpur town were heavily shelled by Pak forces caus- 
ing heavy casualties to the inhabitants of the area and damage 
to their properties. The people of the village started vacating 
Ihcir houses and moving to alternative safe places. 

Shri R. N. Sharda, Deputy Superintendent of Police Was 
deputed to visit the scene of incident, take suitable local action 
and assess the situation on the spot and report to higher 
authorities for planning of further operations to meet the 
threat. 


Arriving at Balligaon BOP, Shri R, N. Sharda met the 
local inhabitants of the area, gave them assurance of protec- 
tion, and initiated intensive patrolling programmes resulting 
in the return of confidence in the people of the area to an 
extent that a large proportion of the evacuees returned to 
their homes. 
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On 26-8-71 at about 0600 hr'». when cultivators were work- 
ing on their fields, Shri R. N. Sharda. personally leading a 
patrol, arrived near Ganganagar after combing the neighbour- 
ing areas. In the vicinity of the International Border, the 
Pafc Forces opened fire on the patrol party with small arms. 
In .spite of the fact that, by this firing, serious injury was caus- 
ed to Shri R. N, Sharda on his left hand, he acted with com- 
plete circumspection in organising defensive action, without 
giving way to emotions and without resorting to wanton firing 
m reply, m view of the large number of civilians working in 
the fields who would have got involved in the event of cross 
fire. Towards tHs end he maintained complete control oyer 
his men to exercise restraint and thus displayed outstanding 
courage in complete disregard of continuing danger and the 
personal injury received. He maintained his presence in the 
area alongwitli his patrol party to ensu.re confidence in the 
local population and avoiding any panic among them. 

The remarkable and courageous attitude brought to bear on 
the situation by Shri R. N. .Sharda earned lich encomia from 
all sections of the population and resulted in the loss of morale 
in the enemy camp. 

Shri R. N. Shaida exhibited coitspicuous gallantry, keen 
sense of responsibility, undaunted spirit and laudable leader- 
ship.

Shri Benoy Chandra Deka continued to transmit Wire- 
less messages at great risk of life and in disregaid of the firing 
of the Pakistan Army. Later on whep the personnel of the 
check post were shifted to the C ustoms Post, Shri Deka sliifled 
the W.T. Set with the aerial and battery to the Customs Post 
in spite of firing by Pak Army. When neighbouring B.S.F. post 
lun 'ohoit of ammunition and could not obtain their stock from 
a truck which had come within 150 yards of the post due to 
intense enemy firing. Shri Deka helped them by bringing two 
boxes of ammunition from the truck in utter disregard of his 
safety. At 1215 hrs. when the shelling and firing by the Pak 
Army made the position at the Customs Post untenable, the 
personnel of Ihe Check Post withdrew to Lakahmibazar. While 
other police personnel left tlie Customs Post, Shri Deka refused 
to leave the pOst without taking the W.T. Set with him' or 
hiding it somcwheie so that the W.T, Set may not come into 
the possession of Pak Army, .Showing exemplary devotion to 
duty .Shri Deka carried W.T. Set with him for some distance 
and then concealed it under the ground. However on com- 
pleting his job he found himself surrounded from all sides by 
the Pak Army. He tried to escape by crawling but was cap- 
tured by Pak Army. He was takcij to Dacca fropi where 
he was released on 17th December, 1971, after the fall of the 
city to Indian forces. 

Shri Benoy Chandra Deka displayed conspicuous gallantry 
and exceptional devotion lo duty in utter disregard to his 
personal safety.

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enemy bombers dropped high ex.plosive bombs on Barmcr 
Railway Station Godown setting lire to the railway wagons and 
killing a number of persons who were sleeping on the platform. 
Some diesel drums and an oil tanker caught fire. A train fully 
loaded with diesel oil was standing close to the place of fire. 
Large stock of ammunition and many drums of diesel were 
also lying nearby. Shri Shanlanu Kumar immediately rushed 
to the spot and arranged to remove the inflamable material to 
a vsafe place. Many drums of diesel exploded and caught fire 
in the process of being shifted. Even though no pointsmen 
were available yet with the help of an officer of the Railways 
Shri Shantanu Kumar detached the wagons from the railway 
train anfi pushed them to a safe place. When he was engaged 
in moving wagons of ammunition, enemy bombers made andthci 
attack and dropped bombs 50 to dO feet away from the place 
where Shri Shantanu Kumar and his party were working. 
In spite of the enemy bombing Shri Shantanu Kumar continu- 
ed the operations. 

Shri Shantanu Kumar exhibited an exceptional devotion to 
duty, presence of mind, courage and determination of high 
order.

Though under heavy enemy artillery fire and shelling 
at that time, Shri Karnail Singh at grave risk to his own 
life immediately addressed himself to the ta,sk, and person- 
ally supervised the defences of his platoon and deployed his 
men at points from where he could effectively watch and 
withstand enemy fire. On the night of 7th December, 1971 


his platoon was ordered to hold a post. He himself led the 
platoon to this new position, although the route was risky 
and the enemy was active all throughout. 

It came lo be known that the Pakistani commandos had 
largely infiltrated the area. Accordingly under the direction 
of his Coy Commander he organised intensive patrolling as 
well as combing of the area. He was always in the forefront 
of patrols and his courage and determination were a shining 
example to his men. The terrain-a-mountainous area inters- 
persed with thick woods— was infested with the highly trained 
Piik commandos. The patrolling and combing were so 
effective that the Pakistanis were kept on the run and the 
gun pofifions icmaincd safe. As a result of these efforts 
the plans of Ihe Pak commandos got thoroughly upset; a 
number of them were captured at different places and some 
weie shot by the Indo-Tibelan Border Police personnel. 

Shri Karnail .Singh, m successfully organising the defences 
of the Gun area and the post 'under most trying conditions 
and in ^crsislently conducting long and effective patrolling 
over difficult teriain at grave peril to his pcisonai safety, 
displayed qualities of leadership, perseverance and exceptional 
courage.

While moving to the 
destination, his company came under heavy fire of Pat 
commandos, He had two alternatives then — either to go 
back or to carry out the mission for which he wa.s detail ed. 
He chose the latter although the situation was full of risks. 
He selected his route carefully and personally led the Jawans 
uiiJer suitable cover to the place of destination without any 
casualty Reaching the post at night, he immediately set 
about to organise the defences. The armed infiltrators who 
consisted of highly trained professionals, young and tough 
soldiers of Pak Army, and constituted a part of the Spedol 
Service Group of the Commando Battalion, kept on engaging 
the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Company on subsequent 
night from various points with automatic weapons, Shn 
Tarlok Singh maintained vigil round the clock and himself 
supervised the defences of the post. He effectively returned 
the fire of the enemy and also organised effective patrollmg. 
This kept the enemy commandos on the run and they were 
not allowed to settle at any place His indefatigable efforts 
ultimately bore fruit and resulted in the capture of an armea 
infiltrator of the first Commando Battalion of the Specufi 
Service Group of Pakistan. Further, Shri Tarlok Singh by 
his tactful interrogation of the captured commando not only 
secured the rccuvciy of his wcauon but also a wealth of m- 
f^rmniinn nf tactical and ODCiational significance.

During the Indo-Pak conflict Shri Chandia Mani was de- 
pl^oyed with his Section to protect the Gun area, and to 
check the movements of the highly lrnincd Pakistani com- 
mando infiltrators who had managed to infiltrate behind our 
forward defence lines. Shri Chandra Mani was manning one 
of the trenches in the defended locality along with Constable 
Kunwar Singh of Ifis section. On December 16, at about 
2200 hours a number of Pakistani commando infiltrators stir- 
rounded the area in pitch darkness, and engaged the fndo- 
Tibetan Border Police Coy from as many as six points, firing 
with automatic weapons at close range which was replied to- 
But in the darkness some commandos under the natural 
cover provided by the terrain managed to stealthily infiltrate 
into the defended localityj and headed straight towards the 
BMG, sighted on the flank with a view to capturing it. Their 
movement was spotted by the keen eye of Shri Chandra 
Mani despite darkness, and alerting his colleague Constable 
Kunwar &ngh, he at once prepared to meet the challenge. 
With great presence of mind, he immediately formulated a 
plan so as to allow the infiltrators to come quite close to 
their own position. This was a very correct appreciation of 
the situation, as otherwise in the darkness of the hour any 
premature opening of Are at long range would have been 
fruitless. When the infiltrators came within a reasonable 
distance in front of his trench. Shri Chandra Mani, who was 
until then behind cover, sprang up with lighting speed and 
fired ei^t shots in quick succession from his semi-automatic 
rifle bringing down two infiltrators on the spot. The third 
one was wounded and he managed to escape in the darkness 
but left behind his automatic rifle. Two bodies and all the 
three rifles were recovered from the spot. By his skill and 
singular display of courage Shri Chandra JMdni saved what 
might have been an ugly situation in that sector, 

Shri Chandra Mani exhibited high sense of devotion to 
duty, conspicuous courage and exceptional skill at great risk 
lo his own life.
